gress has started a month-long 
summer recess, setting the pat- 
tern for a government-wide ex- 
odus likely to make Washington 
a virtual ghost town for the 
rest of August. 


The Senate finally quit at 


7:34 pjn. Friday night, more 
than six hours after the House 
let out at 1:19 p.m., and after 
passing an $18 billion higher 
education aid bill and three key 
appropriations measures.

and many federal agencies will 
be manned by only a limited 
force this month. 


Resumes Sept. 8 


The summer recess lasts un- 


til Stpt. 8, two days after Labor 
Day. 


Congress left with a good 


record on appropriations bills- 
nine of 14 have been passed. 


The ninth, a $20.8 billion 


measure for the Departments 
of Labor, and Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, was passed 
on a 794) vote Friday. It is $581 
million above President Nixon's 
budget—bringing the total for 
the year to $2.2 billion above 
the budget. 


But this surplus may be cut

the Nixon administration's $3.3 
billion foreign aid request as le- 
verage, Sen. J. W. Fulbright has 
repeated his demand to see the 
Pentagon's latest military aid 
plans. 


The Senate Foreign Relations

leads, voted 15 to 0 last week 
to hold up the aid bill until the 
^entagon supplies it with the 
administration's latest five-year 
military aid plans. 


The committee also invoked 


a provision of the 1961 Foreign 
Assistance Act permitting it, 
after serving 35 days notice, to 
withhold funds already appro- 
priated. The committee said it 
banned to withhold the funds 
until the Pentagon supplies the 
documents it wants or until 
President Nixon invokes execu- 
:ive privilege to deny them. 


Request Renewed

The Politics of Deer 


There have been veiled suggestions 


that some of the game hunting interests 
may carry their disappointment about 
the decision of the state natural 
resources board on deer hunting rules 
for next fall to the legislature and ask for 
its intervention in the formulation of a 
game code that has been the respon- 
sibility of tl$ board for more than 40 
years. 
* 


A reluctance in the northern zones of 


the state to permit substantial deer 
harvesting this year after the ravages of 
the severe winter weather of 1970-71 was 
predictable and is quite natural. Our 
northern neighbors regard the deer as a 
major resource, as it surely is. As an 
officer of the Wisconsin 
Conservation 


Congress put it recently, northern 
residents expect their representatives at 
Madison to consider "people" as well as 
"biology" in setting policy on such a 
sensitive subject as the deer harvest 
quotas. 


Yet earnest adherents of the cause of 


good resource management will deplore 
any proposal to submit the issue for 
decision in the uncertain arena of 
legislative politics. The legislature is no 
more qualified to make a judgment on 
the health of the deer or the biological 
factors involved in equating harvest 
rules with the long term welfare of this 
valuable game animal than it is capable 
of resolving such technical matters as 
electricity rates, the regulation of in- 
surance practices, or the determination 
of the technical requirements of water 
pollution orders, among a host of others 
long since reserved for the jurisdiction 
of trained officers. 


But with that reality acknowledged, it 


is necessary to observe also that the 
Congress Executive Council as an ad- 
visory organization, and the board of 
natural resources were peculiarly 
reluctant and evasive on the question of 
setting quota harvests under the permit 
shooting system this year. 


Having examined the record, we 


observe that at one stage during the 
recent deliberations that brought the 
order for a new deer season, the 
chairman of the Congress was asked 
whether that group would prefer the 
elimination of a quota system this year 
and a return to the traditional bucks only 
shooting rule. He replied equivocally. 
Had he said inside the meeting room 
what he felt free to say after he left it, 
the members of the board probably 
would have granted the emergency 
concession he appeared later to have 
expected. 


Moreover, the board in its final order 


reduced the number of quota deer 
permits so drastically that it seems 
unlikely that its harvest equivalent will 
be as high as 10,000 animals. Few 
hunters or others interested in the game 
resource are likely to conclude that such 
a comparatively small number will be 
significant. Elimination of the quota as a 
concession in an unusual situation would 
have been a prudent gesture. No one is 
likely to pretend seriously that the 
technique of deer census taking is so 
accurate that a difference of 10,000 
fawns, does and young bucks will be 
vital, in either direction, in a state which 
has an estimated herd of 500,000 and has 
lately harvested about 100,000 deer 
yearly.

Real People 
Must Exist 
Somewhere

Marriages Based on Contracts 


Anthropologist Margaret Mead has 


suggested there should be two kinds of 
marriage contracts. One would be the 
traditional one for a couple who plans to 
have children. The other would be for 
those who do not intend to raise a family 
and would be based on a short term 
philosophy of perhaps three years at 
which time the contract could be 
renewed or quietly dropped. 


The plan is not likely to be snapped up 


immediately. The idea of a life-long 
marriage with children entering into the 
picture is still the ideal in the United 
States, promoted by the churches and 
romantic films alike. In spite of 
Women's Lib, much more flexible sexual 
mores — and the fact that the United 
States has the highest divorce rate in the 
world — the monogamous life-long 
marriage remains the basis for family 
life at least in theory. 


But Dr. Mead's proposal is only one 


indication of some changes that 
generally are more undercover and 
informal rather than planned. 


The majority of married people in the 


country do not get divorced. However, 
the ratio of 10 divorces out of 1,000 
marriages which stayed about the same 
for more than ten years jumped to 14 
divorces out of 1,000 marriages in 1970, a 
40 per cent increase. Many states have 
established more liberal divorce laws 
and the American Bar Association is 
backing legislation to standardize 
divorce laws all over the country and 
along liberal lines. The social stigma of 
divorce is fading away. 


There are other indications that 


marriage for many people does not 
mean the same thing it did even a 
decade ago. There are the "swingers" 
who go in for group sex. There may be 
more spouse swapping on a temporary 
basis than in other years. The emphasis 
upon careers for women at equal pay has 
gradually changed some attitudes that a 
woman must get married for both social 
and economic protections. There are 
more 
casual 
relationships 
that 


sometimes include living together 
before marriage. The double standard 
has not disappeared but it has noticeably 
faded. 


But all of this may be a boon to 


marriage — the happy successful 
marriage — rather than a detriment. It 
is true that too hasty divorce should be 
avoided since incompatibility may be 
temporary or the result of certain 


stresses that come to most marriages at 
different times. But if many divorces are 
caused by hasty marriages, the trend is 
in the right direction. One family lawyer 
in New? York who describes himself as 
"puritanical" nevertheless believes that 
today's casual relationships may not be 
all bad. "I am convinced that in the old 
days if two people decided to live 
together before marriage, the chances 
were 90 per cent that they would marry. 
Now I would be surprised if the chances 
were 10 per cent. People just aren't 
jumping into marriage so fast. And by 
inference, they may not be as likely to 
jump out " Of course this doesn't take 
into consideration the miseries of part- 
ing even if there hasn't been a wedding. 
But young people who live together 
without marriage are less likely to have 
children so that the hardship of divorce 
upon youngsters at least will be avoided. 


It may be that we are developing 


quite a different look at the marriage 
and 
family 
relationship 
that is 


something like the one of a century ago. 
There is a new look in the responsibility 
of the father and a closeness with his 
children that tended to disappear along 
with the family farm and the family 
grocery. Criticism of the suburban way 
of life and that in senior citizen com- 
munities may mean that once again 
several generations will live together 
with the family ties and divisions of 
responsibility that usually has meant. 
Contraception does give young couples a 
choice as to the type of relationship they 
want even if Dr. Mead's three year 
contract is not legally accepted. A new 
emphasis on quality of life means 
more concern for the way in which 
children are brought up, their education, 
their plans for vocations. All these 
factors could contribute to stability in 
marriage. While for most Americans, 
the aim of marriage for keeps will 
probably remain dominant, it may be 
that for some it is an impossibly 
unrealistic ambition. There is little 
sense in forcing a relationship that is 
doomed to end in misery. 


Our laws may become more flexible 


but of greater importance is the attitude 
toward marriage, a family, values in 
types of living, responsibilities toward 
others. In spite of the high divorce rate 
at present, the attitudes may becoming 
sounder and will raise the probability of 
more stability in relationships both in 
and out of marriage.

One holds that stars decay 


into small, hot compressed 
stellar bodies that may be 
5,000 times less luminous than 
other stars of the same hue. 


Another theory depicts a 


dying star collapsing as it 
burns up all of the nuclear fuel 
— initially hydrogen — in its 
core. According to this school 
of thought, the outflow of heat 


• in effect supports the star. 


When death cuts off this 
outflow, it is as if the steel 
skeleton of a reinforced 
building were to disintegrate 
and the structure to cave in. 


Such collapsing stars are 


believed to give off rhythmic 
radio pulses that astronomers 
call pulsars.
